“ Mr. W antz was not only an up­ 
right citizen 
of sterling character 
and strong physical qualities, but he 
was also a pioneer, an old Indian 
fighter and Texas Ranger, who un­ 
flinching;;, and courageously helped 
blaze the path for the white man 
that he might establish civilization 
au d order. 
' Mr. W antz spent the g re a te r p art 


of his life in Medina county. Always 
{ Strong and healthy, full of life and 
energy, no time for idle dream s, he 
work* d when most men quit. 
Yet 
there came the tim e when God said: 
“ H itherto ,*halt tho u come, but no 
further.* 
“ Beginning with the m onth.of Jun e 
this year, Mr. W antz became weak 
and ill. 
This condition seemed to 
grow worse and worse as time w ent 
on, lingering along and 
becoming 
w eaker and w eaker with accom pany­ 
ing pain. God finally called him to 
his final rest on Monday, October 2, 
1922, at 7:15 p. rn. 
He had reach­ 
ed the ripe old age of 78 years, I 
m onth and 17 days. 
“ He leaves to m ourn, his wife, the 
children already m entioned, 4 g ra n d ­ 
children and a host of friends and 
acquaintances.
